The service could not have 
better and the wine 
was finti -class.

I>uring the week I diniTd 
at La Bourgogne, opposite 
the San Francisco Ilihon, 
The owner, M. Jon Lapu- 
yade^ h a delightful French- 
man and the nioat dedicated 
restaurateur f have met so 
far.

corridorfi, courtyartis, and gardens^ not all 
open to the public, of course. 

You can go on collecting fountains wher- 
ever you go in Rome. On guided toim 
the mtrat Famous will be pointed out to you

Via Veneto, at the foot of the Spanish 
Steps in the Piazza Barber in i, and a dozen 
olher placei.
